squeeze  because  it  was  the  one 
control  point. 

In  order  to  reach  the  students 
who  can  meet  the  the  present 
qualifications,  a project  called 
“Operation  4,000”  has  been  in  ef- 
fect. 

As  part  of  “Operation  4,000”  two 
telephone  programs  were  used. 
One,  the  Televisor  program,  was 
used  to  solicit  the  help  of  admis- 
sion advisers  in  stakes  through- 
out the  Church  in  gathering  stu- 
dents for  next  fall.  The  advisers 
were  asked  to  personally  contact 
qualified  high  school  seniors  to 
encourage  them  to  apply  for  ad- 
mission to  BYU. 

The  companion  program.  Tele- 
scholar,  was  a movement  to  tele- 
phone several  hundred  students 
whose  qualifying  American  Col- 
lege Tests  (ACT)  scores  had  ar- 
rived, but  who  had  not  sent  ap- 
plication papers. 

These  programs  were  an  effort 
to  go  out  and  reach  the  students 
who  can  meet  the  qualifications 
established  and  can  stay  in  comp- 
etition with  other  students. 

NEWSLETTER 

In  conjunction  with  the  tele- 
phone programs  a newsletter 
was  sent  to  the  stake  advisers  ex- 
plaining “Operation  4,000”  and 
its  importance,  and  a brochure 
was  sent  to  all  male  freshman  ap- 
plicants to  explain  BYU. 

TTiis  program  is  an  effort  to 
maintain  the  now  high  standards 
of  admission  and  to  keep  approx- 
imately the  same  size  student 
body.  With  the  war  and  draft  sit- 
uation, the  student  body  may 
change  somewhat.  “Operation 
4,000  ’ was  planned  to  help  main- 
tain size  without  lowering  the 
standards  of  admission  that  are 
now  in  effect.
